He  bettered  In  aftUng 
before  the  world  the  Mlaf  that  the 
doctrine  of  Christian  love  was  to 
Lake  th»  place  of  profit-making  to 
a  large  extent.  He  did  not  expect 
all  profit  OMlEtBg  to  drop  OBt  0(  af- 
fairs.

AGAT1V8T  OAMBLmO 

The  committee  on  evangel Um  and 
social  service  also  Introduced  a  res- 
olution dealing  with  the  .suoject  ol 
gambling  and  expressing  Its  opinion 
against  the  widespread  si^t  of  rflf- 
flee,  sweq^etakea,  prlae  drawings. 
speeulMlva  aMrkeUng.  etc..  some  of 
which  wara  oondticted  by  churches 
and  benavolent-mladitt  persons. 

The  resohitlon  went  on  to  declare 
against  any  exceptloas  in  the  laws 
agah-i.st  gambling  within  the  provl- 
6lon.s  of  the  Criminal  Code.  The 
resolution  went  on  record  a.s  being 
"opposed  to  sweepstakes  or  other 
gambling  methods  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  hospitals  such  as  Is  fore- 
shadowed In  a  bUl  Intradaood  Into 
the  Senate  of  Canada. 

"From  the  point  of  view  of  hos- 
pitals and  charitable  Institutions, 
the  revenue  dcflved  therefrom  is 
unstahle  and  lacking  dependability, 
and  from  the  eonummltys  stand- 
point It  is  economically  unsound 
and  ethically  indefensfble,"  the 
resolution  concluded. 

This  resolution  carried.  al.so  one 
favoring  dLsarmament  and  expre.vs- 
Ing  .sympathv  with  the  DUarmament 
Conference  .set  for  February,  1932. 
n^is  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Ped- 
>  aoveraoMnt  tor  traasMlsslon 
to  London. 

KENVNCIATION  OF  WAR 
Another  recommendation  made  by 
the  conference  at  ye.sterday'8  sitting 
was  with  re.-^pect  to  the  renunciation 
of  war.  The  resolution  recommend- 
ed the  reconciliation  movement  and 
hoped  all  would  Join  It.  This  In- 
cluded, it  was  explained,  the  per- 
sonal renundatlflQ  of  war. 

To  this  Itav.  O.  W.  Daaii  offered 
some  crttMns.  Be  waa  supported 
by  SOON  olhsra  hi  ttha  oonf  erenoe 
in  taktag  exoeptlon  to  the  ground 
that  war  shoukl  be  opposed  under 
any  and  all  clrcum.stance.';. 

The  matter  wa.s  explained  to  be 
simply  on  endor-tatlon  In  the  line  of 
recommending  to  the  member.-;  the 
proposition  of  the  Fellowship  of 
Reconciliation,  which  Included  the 
personal  renimclatlon  of  war.  The 
resolution  carried. 

A  resolution  favoring  pfohibltlcAi 
and  praising  the  work  that  was  be- 
ing dooa  by  Rev.  IL  J.  llelatfra  In 
this  movement  was  passsd,  and  It 
was  also  decided  to  enter  a  protest 
againat  the  allowing  of  veesals  ear- 
rylng  liquor  to  clear  for  Mlquelon 
and  St.  Pierre  In  order  to  engage  in 
rum  running  Into  the  United  States. 

The  Government  will  be  asked 
also  to  provide  for  further  Instruc- 
tion In  all  the  .schools  and  colleges 
in  the  matter  ol  temperance.

U  ;i  h.tve  lulfilled  the  purpose  Of 
money  But  this  wa.s  m  mo  t  cases 
ver>  long  ago  and  was  character* 
istic  of  a  primitive  staga  of  dvuiaa- 
lion. 

The  metals,'  precious^  and  other- 
wise, have  stoice  time  immemorial 
^jeen  employed  as  currency.  Ac- 
cording to  ,^ri.stotle,  Iron  was  once 
exten.sive!y  .o  used.  Lica^  also  has 
served  as  money— In  fabt,  it  gtlL 
does  in  Burma. 

The  first  people  to  adopt  a  gold 
and  silver  standard  of  currency 
were  the  ancient  Rgypttans.  llttlr 
money  was  in  the  form  of  gold 
and  sfircr  onuuMnti^  rings  and 
nuggets,  the  value  of  wMch 
depended  upon  weight.  There 
are  still  to  be  found  ;  ■' ••.•rc' 
of  the  ancient  Egyptians  weigning 
in  scales  heaps  of  riagi  aaMto  of 
the  precious  metals. 

The  first  actual  coinage  of  money 
'  was  by  Phcldoii.  King  of  Argcs. 
land  lamous  in  old  Greek  history. 
Thto  was  about  1,000  B.C.,  and  the 
money  oore  no  date.  It  was  long 
afterwards  that  the  dated  coin 
made  Ito  appearance,  and  it  is  to 
the  Swiss  people  that  we  owe  this 
innovation.  Ttiey  Introduced  the 
dated  coin  about  four  hundred 
years  ago.  and  the  practice  .soon 
spread  throughout  Europe  sub- 
sequently through  thfe  rest  of  the 
civlltoed  world.
